James E. Watso n, o f the Six th 
Indiana District,” and that he in­ 
tended to lo o k u p members o f the o r­ 
ganizatio n in that district and get 
them to do so me activ e wo rk 
fo r 
Watso n. 
“I will pledge y o u befo re starting 
there," the letter said, “that Ave will 
be able to land Mr. Watso n again in 
the nex t Ho u se.” 
Washingto n dispatches say the Na­ 
tio nal Asso ciatio n o f Manu factu rers 
will present a tremendo u s mass o f 
co rrespo ndence 
bearing u po n its 
po litical activ ities and its effo rts to 
prev ent the 
enactment o f what it 
co nsiders to o radical labo r legisla­ 
tio n.

and oth er documentary ev idence of h is 
career as a special agent of th e Na­ 
tional Association of M anufacturers. 
Th e generous colonel was willing to 
get rid of th ese papers, but h e was 
disappointed th at h e could not inter­ 
est th e magazines in th em. 
In sub­ 
stantiation of th is h e produced and h ad 
read a letter dated Baltimore, May 16, 
addressed to Perriton Maxwell, editor 
of H earsfs Magazine, New York, in 
wh ich h e says h e could not understand 
wh y th e H earst people would not giv e j 
th e publicity h e h ad been asking for 
certain documents in h is possession. 
He added: 
“As I told you in my last 
interv iew, I am not seeking a mone­ 
tary consideration from your people 
for th e effort I am making, and I h av e 
explained to you in all th e interv iews 
I h av e h ad with you my reason for 
leav ing th e organization th at employ­ 
ed me for th e last ten years was on 
account of th e crooked work th ey 
drifted into. 
"I th ough t I could be of great serv ­ 
ice to Mr. H earst and to th e people 
th rough h im by turning ov er th ese pa­ 
pers, so I am still h oping th at I may 
nav e th e pleasure of a bearine with 


Mr. H earst upon tnis suDject." 
A copy of th e contract entered into 
with Rich ard Barry by Muih all for th e 
sale of th e political letters possessed 
by Colonel Muih all to such newspa­ 
pers, magazines or publications as h e 
migh t ch oose was in circulation in th e 
h earing room. 
It prov ided th at th e 
proceeds from th e sale of th ese letters 
were to be sh ared, sh are and sh are 
alike, by th e said Muih all and Barry; 
th at Muih all was to receiv e 50 per cent 
of th e proceeds and Barry 50 per cent 
“Afterward you did sell th em to th e 
New York World f" 
“I h av e letters to sh ow th at I did 
not sell th em," announced th e colonel 
with some h eat. 
“I say I did not sell th em,“ th is more 
v eh emently. 
“I fell, into th e h ands of 
a gentleman th at came ov er to look 
ov er th ese papers for Mr. Hearst, a 
gentleman by th e name of Barry, wh o 
I h av e since learned is wh at th ey call 
a newspaper tipster.“ 
After h e gav e th e papers to th e 
World, Mr. Barry came to h im and j 
wanted h im to break th e contract with 
th e World, said Muih all, and. contin­ 
ued th e oolonel, Barry said in th e pres­ 
ence of oth er witnesses th at h e oouia 
get at least $150,000 for th ose letters 
from th o National Association of Man­ 
ufacturers. 
W itness told Mr. Barry 
th at th e letters were not for sale in 
th at wray and th at th ere was no black­ 
mail connected with th ose letters in 
any sh ape, m anner or form; th at th e 
N. A. M. did not h av e money enough to 
buy th em. 
Th e day’s rev iew of th e oorreepcmd- 
onoe was brough t dowm to 19 07 , wh en 
Marsh all Cush ing sev ered h ia connec­ 
tion with th e N. A. M. 
Asked by Senator Reed as to wh y 
Marsh all Cush ing h ad left th e N. A- M. 
employ, Muih all said: 
“He resented th e inquisitions on th e 
part of President VanCloav e as to 
wh at h e did with th e money receiv ed 
from th e association for political pur­ 
poses.” 
In th e oourse of th e day’s proceed­ 
ings more th an 500 letters of th e Mul- 
h all correspondence were rev iewed.

The nu mber of v ictims of Moore's al­ 
leged clev er ju ggling of mortgages and 
notes is not y et known. 
Mrs. Moore has refu sed to make a 
settlem ent of the claims against her 
hu sband, and her attorney is consid­ 
ering the adv isability of apply ing for 
a gu rdian for him on the grou nd that 
he is mentally u nbalanced.

FULL PARDON GIYEN 
TO YOUNG BANKERS 


President 
Acts 
Promptly 


Idaho Case. 
in 


W ashington, Ju ly 15. — An u ncondi­ 
tional pardon has been granted by the 
president to Wm. F. Kettenbach, for­ 
merly of Indianapolis, ov er whose head 
was hanging a fiv e-y ear sentence in 
the federal penitentiary . 
When the 
president issu ed this pardon, which 
was accompanied by a similar pardon 
for George H. Kester, who also was 
sentenced to serv e fiv e y ears, he per­ 
formed what Senator Borah of Idaho 
characterized as “a rare act of cou r­ 
age.” 
Kettenbach and Kester, who were 
president and cashier, respectiv ely , of 
a bank at Lewfstown, Idaho, were in­ 
dicted for false entries to the control­ 
ler bu t neither signed the entries or 
report and neither was in Lewistown 
when this was done. They were tried 
at Boise and sentenced to the mini 
mu m sentence of fiv e y ears each. 
The conv ictions created a fu rore 
throu ghou t Idaho, owiing to their pop­ 
u larity and the fact that thore was not 
a scintilla of ev idence agaipst them. 
Preachers, civ ic bodies, commercial or­ 
ganizations, the gov ernor of Idaho and 
fiv e of his predecessors, the Wr ash ing 
ton and Oregon senators, the Portland 
Oregonian and Jou rnal were among 
the influ ences that sou ght their par 
don. 
To pardon a national banker in ad 
v anoe of his hav ing serv ed a day of his 
sentence was a proceeding that was 
without a precedent. 
Senator Borah 
said it was the undiv ided sentiment of 
Idaho that the y oung men should he 
pardoned.

AID FOR LAND CULTIVATORS. 


Gov ernment Offers Easy Terms to Real 
Reclamation Settlers. 
Special consideration for farmers who 
actu ally cu ltiv ate land on gov ernment 
reclamation projects, as against spec­ 
u lators, has been annou nced as an In­ 
terior department policy by Secretary 
Lane. 
In line with this the secretary 
ordered a temporary redu ction to one- 
third of the amou nt du e from present 
settlers on final bu ilding charge install­ 
ments, prov ided no pay ment shall be 
less than 50 cents an acre. 
The u n­ 
paid balance will be added to the last 
installm ents for w ater right applica­ 
tions. 
This action was taken in recognition 
of the difficu lties many settlors on ir­ 
rigated lands hav e had in meeting 
their obligations to the gov ernment. 
No person will receiv e the concession 
who has not paid all the amou nts du e 
for operation and maintenance on Dec. 
1 nex t and who has cu ltiv ated less 
than one-half of the irrigable area ol 
his land or not less than fiv e acres foi 
each fu ll irrigation season since water 
was first av ailable. 
“The man who makes a farm and 
irrigates it is the man I am interested 
in primarily , not the land specu lator,” 
said the secretary . 
“On some of ou r 
reclamation projects we hav e -been 
making money for land specu lators 
rather than homes for farmers. 
The 
man who irrigates his land shou ld 
hav e the easiest terms from the gov ­ 
ernment, becau se he is the one who 
is giv ing the pu blic the benefit of that 
land.” 


PEARY TO ASK CONGRESS. 


Wants Permission to Accept Decora­ 
tion of Legion of Honor. 
Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary , the 
discov erer of the north pole. who. with 
Mrs. Peary , recently retu rned to this 
cou ntry ' from Eu rope, will ask con­ 
gress for permission to wear the small 
red bu tton which Is the decoration of 
a grand officer of the Legion of Honor 
conferred u pon him by France. 
It is 
contrary to the law for any officer of 
ou r gov ernment to accept any title, 
de.coration or present from a foreign 
state withou t su ch consent, and so 
when the honor was conferred u pon 
him Peary placed the decoration in the 
cu stody of the American ambassador 
in Paris pending dev elopments. 
Admiral 
Peary ’s trip abroad was 
made in the capacity of delegate. 
He 
represented this cou ntry at the inter­ 
national geographical congress and the 
fnternarional polar congress at Rome. 
He also trav eled a little in Egy pt and 
in France.

E ve ry M a n of T w e n ty to Be T rain ed to 
B ear Arm s. 
Belgium, w ith a population of scarce­ 
ly 7,000,000, 
will 
shortly 
have

greatest arm y in proportion to the 
num ber of inhabitants of any Euro­ 
pean country, w ith the ex ception of 
Montenegro. 
According to a bill that 
has just passed the Belgian parliam ent, 
every m au of tw enty is to be trained 
to bear arm s, w hich will raise the w ar 
footing of the arm y to 340,000. 
The 
m ain provisions of the new’ act are: 
F irst.—Every Belgian will be called 
to the colors in his tw entieth year. 
H alf of the num ber will, however, be 
subject to ex em ption in certain circum ­ 
stances. 
Second.—In tim e of peace the period 
of m ilitary 
service 
will 
be 
fifteen 
m onths for the infantry, tw enty-one 
m onths for siege artillery and tw enty- 
four m onths for the cavalry and field 
artillery.

w ith the colors in tim e of peace and 
340,000 men in tim e of w ar.

Perhaps no insect ur plant disease 
injury to apple has attracted more 
widespread attention than fire blight 
says a bulletin issued from the state 
ehtomologi^t’s office. 
This 
disease 
of bacterial origin and is known 
ra various localities as pear blight, 
Uossom blight, 
spur 
blight, 
twig 
blight, and frost blight the name im­ 
plying the host or parts thereof a t­ 
tacked or the appearance of the a f­ 
fected part. 
W hether the disease is 
on the apple, pear, quince or haw it 
always presents the same character­ 
istic appearance, namely, a burned or 
blackened shade of the leaves; hence 
the name fire blight 
Fire blight has 
made the successful 
growing 
of 
practically all varieties of pear, save 
Kiefer, seem impossible and this sea­ 
son has in many localities 
in 
the 
state injured the apple crop badly. 
The bacteria w’inter over in so-called 
“holdover” cankers on 
the 
larger 
limbs of apple, pear, and quince and 
a moist, open, winter is more favor- 
ale to their survival than a cold, dry, 
one. 
The present outbreak of 
this 
disease may then be attributed to 
the unusually moist and mild winter 
of 19 12-13. 
In the spring, with the opening of 
the floW£ **s, when the bacteria in the 
“hold-over” canker nex t to the growl­ 
ing wood begin to multiply 
rapidly 
they ooze forth in whitish or brown­ 
ish globules. 
Bees, W asps, ants and 
various flies lap up 
this 
sweetish 
ooze and of course, get it 
all 
over 
their feet. 
Hence, when these in­ 
sects visit apple, i» ear or quince flow­ 
ers, large numbers of 
the 
bacteria 
are transferred to the tender pistils 
of the flowers and the fruit spur, as 
a result, 
is 
blighted. 
The 
larger 
frurt is often infected with bacteria 
throughstrike injuries of cureulios and 
►other insacts that attack the fruit. 
Twig blight is largely caused by bac­ 
teria carried by leaf hoppers, aphids, 
and ants attendant on the latter. The 
source of all this information mav be

few hold-over cankers on a negledfed 
quince, pear or apple tree. 
As yet the only method of con­ 
trolling fire blights is tq cut out;« jflcL 
burn infected parts. 
As the disjskfce 
often runs back into

considenApLe 
distance, infected twigs should 
<J¡be 
taken off at least a foot or moref^e- 
hind the point where 
the 
disdase 
showTs. 
All cuts made in taking' out 
blighted twigs or 
limbs 
should 
be 
thoroughly sterilized with a one to 
one thouafid solution 
of 
corrosive 
sublimate. 
All blight 
cankers 
on 
large limbs or on the body of the 
tree should be thoroughly 
cleaned 
out and sterilized. 
Under ordinary conditions most va­ 
rieties of apple are quite resistant to 
tw’ig blight, i. e., the disease does not 
“run” for any distance in 
infected 
twigs. 
On such trees it is not so 
im portant that the blighted twigs be 
taken out in a hurry and one may 
wait until his regular summer prun­ 
ing time before cutting 
them out. 
However, when blight first appears 
in an orchard, an epidemic may be 
precluded by prompt 
and 
careful 
cutting out and all wounds thorough­ 
ly sterilized as described above. 
Observations of the office 
showr 
that the following varieties of apples 
are quite susceptible to blight 
and 
that prompt control measures m ust 
as a rule be taken with them; Stark, 
Smith 
Cider, 
Yellow 
Transparent*. 
Tompkins King. Northern Spy, New­ 
ton Pippin, Maiden Blush, Jonathan, 
Spitzenburg and Bellflower. 
Let it be borne in mind that cut­ 
ting out and burning is the best and 
only successful w’ay of getting rid of 
blight. 
Fake remedies, such as in­ 
jecting blight “cures” into the wood 
or sprinkling them on the ground are 
both ex pensive and worthless. Spray­ 
ing is also ineffective. 
Be sure th a t 
there are no neglected pear trees or 
quince bushes allowed to carry the 
disease over winter.

Washington. J uly 15 .—There will be 
n o strike o f the 100,000 o p erativ es on 
the railro ads east o f Chicago , so long 
p redicted. 
This has been assured as 
the resu lt o f the W hite Ho u se co n fer­ 
en ce atten ded by Presiden t Wilso n , 
leaders o f co n gress an d rep resen ta­ 
tiv es o f the railro ads an d o f the co n ­ 
du cto rs an d train m en who had v o ted 
to walk o u t 
At this gatherin g ar­ 
ran gem en ts were p erfected fo r the 
p assage by co n gress at o n ce o f the 
Newlan ds am en dm en t to the Erdman 
act u n der wrhich bo th sides to the p en d­ 
in g co n tro v ersy are willin g 
to su bmit 
to arbitratio n . Assu ran ces were giv en 
at the co n feren ce that this co u rge 
wo u ld be fo llo wed. 
Un der the Newlan ds bill a bo ard o f 
mediatio n will be created which shall 
be en tirely in dep en den t o f the dep art­ 
men t o f labo r. Un der the bill also the 
bo ard o f arbitratio n to be cho sen when 
effo rts o f mediatio n an d co n ciliatio n 
fail shall co n sist o f six in stead o f three 
members, as at p resen t. 
Two m em ­ 
bers o f this bo ard are to be n amed by 
the labo r o rgan izatio n s in terested, two 
by the railro ads an d two by the fo u r 
arbitrato rs thu s cho sen . In the ev en t, 
ho wev er, that they are u n able to agree 
o n the two remain in g members, the 
bo ard o f mediatio n is au tho rized to se­ 
lect these twTo . 
The p o wer o f n amin g 
these two members giv es to the bo ard 
o f mediatio n 
its 
chief 
imp o rtan ce. 
Bo th sides had refu sed to arbitrate u n ­ 
der the Erdman law in its p resen t 
fo rm, takin g the gro u n d that the p res­ 
en t law do es n o t p ro v ide fo r an ade­ 
q u ate rep resen tatio n o f emp lo y ers an d 
emp lo y es. 
The 
railro ads 
o bjected 
chiefly to the head o f the bu reau o f 
labo r statistics in the dep artm en t o f 
labo r bein g o n e of the mediato rs, an d 
o n this p o in t the railro ads had their 
way , altho u gh representativ es of the 
labo r u n io n s them selv es showed n o 
disp o sitio n to u rge this p o in t. 
This mediation board, under the 
amendment to be adopted, will con­ 
sist of a commissioner of mediation to 
be appointed by the president and to 
head the board, and two gov ernment 
officials who hav e been appointed to 
office by the president with the adv ice 
and consent of the senate. These gov 
ernment officials are to be designated 
by the president, and the legislation 
puts no limitation upon their selection, 
sar® that they are to be officials of the 
United States gov ernment. 
The pres­ 
ent Erdman law names the United 
States commissioner of labor and the 
presiding judge of the United States 
commerce court as the board of me­ 
diation. 
Under the amended bill the 
presiding com mission« - of mediation 
is to receiv e a salary of $7 .5 00 a y ear 
and to serv e sev en y ears. 
This means 
that President Wilson, in order to 
meet the present emergency , will hav e 
to make quick selections, not only of 
the new commissioner of mediation, 
but of the two gov ernment officials 
who shall serv e with him on the board. 
The conference assembled at the 
W hite House was the most important 
gathering of its kind since the confer­ 
ence called by President Roosev elt 
back in the day s of 
the anthracite 
strike. 
In some respects the “ stakes” 
were greater in this than in the an ­ 
thracite conference.
